EDITORIAL CHAT 


THE PLACE OF THE NATIVITY 

NOW IN CHRISTIAN POSSESSION 

Christmas approaches. As for centuries past, the eyes 
of the world are turned toward Jerusalem. And just as 
they ai-e focussed on the place of the Nativity, comes the 
news that Jerusalem has been taken by the forces of the 
Allies battling for Christian Democracy and against the 
autocracy of the Hun and the Moslem. 

F’ew of us will admit that we believe in signs. And 
yet, who can escape the sense of a good omen in the thrill 
which came to the Christian world with the news of the 
taking of Jerusalem. 

It is appropriate at this time to glance at the picture 
of the Place of the Nativity in the little suburb of Jerusalem 
as drawn by Dr. Cunningham Geikie. 

“In a place built, like Bethlehem, in many cases against 
the soft limestone rock it often happens that the existence 
of a cave where the house was to be was a great attraction 
since it offered a ready-made, dry, above-ground cellar as 
well as a specially suitable spot for the household animals 
and for a store room. It would seem that Joseph was at 
last able to get room in some such back portion of a house. 
And there, we are told, Mary bore her divine Son. 

“ A cave below the high altar of the Church of the Na¬ 
tivity is now shown as the very place where this august 
event transpired; a little recess, shaped like a clam shell, 
its floor of marble wrought into a star in the center, beai’- 
ing in Latin the words, ‘Here Jesus Christ Was Bom of the 
Virgin Mary.’ A row of lamps hangs ai-ound the outer edge, 
the right to attend them being a jealously watched matter, 
each of the ancient churches, the Greek, the Latin, the Ar¬ 
menian and the Coptic, having one or more of these under 
its care. 

“The evidence for this site is so strong that most per¬ 
sons accept it as sufficient, reaching up, as it does, to within 
living memory of the days of the apostles. But even if this 
be an illusion the fact remains that in this little village the 
Saviour of the world was made man for our redemption. 
No wonder that we read of the anthem of the angels, for 
surely nothing could draw forth the interest of the heaven¬ 
ly population like the exceeding grace God was showing 
to man. 

“The scene of the visit of the shepherds is pointed out 
as on a rough slope, facing the Vilage, at some distance to 
the east, Bethlehem lying far above on its mountain seat. 
One can follow the shepherds in their journey to see the 
unspeakable wonder. They would go along the rich valley 
of Boaz and then up the terraced hill by a path still in use, 
nor is it uninstructive to reflect that, while simple shep¬ 
herds were led to the manger, the high priests and the great 
of Jerusalem, so near, slept through that most illustrious 
night of all history quite unconscious of what had happened. 
But we know of it, and may God grant that if we qannot 
go with the shepherds to Bethlehem we may one day go to 
the right hand of God and worship Him there, who that 
night lay a little child in Mary’s aims.’’

THE NEW SELECTIVE QUESTIONAIRE 

The reading of the new selective questionaire that is 
soon to be mailed to all the men registered under the se¬ 
lective service law but not yet called, says the Hemet News, 
discloses the fact that the wai* department officials have 
arrived at a much greater degree of efficiency in making 
effective the real pui-poses of this law than was manifest 
under the call for the first increment. 

That the initial operation of the law should be attended 
by some confusion, inconsistency and even haidship in cer¬ 
tain cases was to be expected. It was something entirely 
new in the processes of oui' government and affected so 
many millions of citizens that its very magnitude prevented 
it from running smoothly at the beginning. 

The law as originally contemplated had two great ob¬ 
jects, namely, seiwice and selection. The first operation of 
the measure brought the required quota of men for sei-vice 
but because its processes were new, its selective aim was 
not brought strikingly to the fore. 

But now the questionaire just issued has made .selec¬ 
tion the chief feature, balancing well the need of men in'the 
army with the need of men at home both for the support 
of dependents and for the maintenance of the industrial, 
commercial and agricultural life of the nation. 

Five classes are designated, the men in the first class 
to .see service first and the other classes to be called as the 
classes above them are exhausted. Intelligent di.scrimination 
is disclosed in the way the members of each class are chosen. 
They are ranged according as they are fitted and circum¬ 
stanced for an early call to the colors. In this way every 
man has his place, assigned according to the need of the 
nation. 

The questionaire has been prepared with great dis¬ 
cernment and should be read carefully by every registered 
man, for it makes specific demands of him which he should 
become familiar with at once.

All the boys in the 
I army greatly appreciate the let- 
t ters they receive from home, 
j We have always had a good 
I full day’s drill every day and 
very often stable police or kit¬ 
chen police on Sundays- Kit¬ 
chen or stable duty are all-day 
jobs and like every other in the 
cavalry just as fast or faster 
than you can work. 

I like ca%'alry drill very much. 
The moves are all different from 
those of the infantry and all 
orders in mounted drill are given 
by signal and must be executed 
in the shortest pos.sible time. 

For instance if cavalry were 
dismounted and went through 
their drills afoot, they would 
differ quite a bit from infantry 
drill and the foimation would 
differ and command be given by 
signal from troop commander to 
platoon leader and from platoon 
leader to the men. A platoon of 
cavalry is divided into two sec¬ 
tions each under a .section chief 
and sub-chief, usually corporals. 

We have plenty of good horses 
and our reseiwation is 13,000 
acres, giving room for maneu¬ 
vering several regiments. There 
is only one cavalry regiment, 3 
infantry and 2 artillery in this 
Schofield Post though. 

The Sierra Madre News comes 
regularly and is greatly appreci¬ 
ated.
